Men interested 
in the management of that have taken 
the entire contract to build the road, for 
which they get in pay the road stock except 
14 per cent. in money. Tom Scott, Simon 
Cameron, two Baltimore and New York 
c wpitalists, form the company of contractors. 
A Mr. Dickinson, of New York, was the 
original contractor, I am informed, at a sum 
of six millions for the whole road. Scott & 
Co, paid him a bonus of $300,000, and took 
his contract. 

Abont $1,400,000 of stock has been taken 
by the cities, counties, towns, and citizens on 
the line. Charlotte takes $250,000; Atlanta 
$300,000 ; Spartanburg and county $250,000; 
Greenville and county $300,000; Oconee and 
Pickens counties $200,000; Hall county, 
Ga., $50,000, and its citizens $30,000. Atian- 
ta citizens have taken $84,000, and I am sorry 
to learn that some wealthy ones, deeply in- 
terested in the road, have not paid their sub- 
scriptions promptly. This is not in accord 
with the public spirit and’ promptness for 
which Atlanta men are noted. 

During my stay here, I have had the pleas- 
ure of meeting Col. B, Y. Sage, the efficient 
chief engineer, who is pushing matters with 
avim. I also met in Spartanburg, Major T. 
Bomar, of Atlanta, one of the engineers, who 
is a capable officer, and has charge of a por- 
tion of the line. Major Bomar assisted in 
s:tting the fisrt stakes.
